College of Texas— President L. J. Hart of San 
Antonio, President of Board of Directors, Will 
Present Award of Diplomas and Certificates of 
Graduation— Exhibition Drill of Cavalry on the 
Infantry Field This Morning and Closing dress 
Parade Tuesday Afternoon of Cadets— Stu­ 
dents Will Entrain on Specials Late Tuesday 
Afternoon for Their Homes at Distant Points.

COLLEGE STATION, Tex., June 4.— The last clay of the 
forty-seventh annual session of the College will be celebrated 
Tuesday with the aw ard of diplomas to the 160 graduates, 
and certificates to the 18 young men who have completed the 
special two-year courses. 
L. J. Hart of San Antonio, presi­ 
dent of the Board of Directors, will present the diplomas, im­ 
mediately following the commencement address by Dr. Phil­ 
ander P. Claxton, provost of the University of Alabama. These 
exercises will be held in Guion hall Tuesday morning. 
Presi­ 
dent W. B. Bizzell will open the service at 10:00 o’clock with 
the announcement of honors. 
Cadet M ajor G. A. Hollowell 
will deliver the valedictory address. 
The commencement pro­ 
cessional will form in the lobby of the Main Academic build­ 
ing and will move at 9:45, entering the chapel at 9:55. Those 
holding tickets for seats in the hall must occupy them by 9:40 
as the doors will be opened to ail comers and seats'be reserved 
no longer than that time. 
It is desired that everyone be seated 
before the entrance of the processional.

The day of events will begin with the cavalry exhibition 
drill on the infantry drill field at 8:30 this morning, which 
will be the only event before the commencement exercises. The 
final dress parade will be held on the infantry drill field tom or­ 
row afternoon beginning at 1:30. 
This is the most impressive 
event of the commencement period, being the climaxing oc­ 
currence of the year, when the graduating officers formally 
release their cadet commands to the newly elected Seniors, 
and say a last goodbye to College officials.

‘‘The cause of education is at the 
c ro s s ro a d s ,” he 
said.

counter currents in the legislature 
that threaten 
the 
cuurse and the 
cause of all of our schools, 
lf the 
legislature reduces 
the 
estimates 
contained in the education bill that 
tho governor 
has 
just vetoed, it 
means the arrest ng of educational 
progress in 
Texas. 
This state is 
able to support 
its 
institutions of 
higher earning and its great public 
school system. 
Both patriotism and 
sound public pol cy demand that this 
be done. 
Public (spirited citizens 
shouldn’t be misled by those who are 
endeavoring to over-emphasize the 
efficiency of our public school sys­ 
tem, or who are reflecting upon the 
adm inistrat ve 
efficiency 
of 
our 
schools in an effort to prevent the 
people’s representatives 
from pro­ 
viding adequately to sustain them. 
Safeguard the Schools 
“There are those in the state who 
are endeavoring to create false im. 
pressions concerning 
the 
expends 
tules for 
public 
education 
as a 
means of dw elling public attention 
from their obligation to contribute 
their share to 
the 
support of the 
state government. 
These subtle in­ 
fluences should 
not 
mislead our 
people. 
Our first duty is to support 
our schools 
as 
a 
means of safe­ 
guard ng our institutions and per. 
petuating our democracy.

come when the 
friends of education 
must 
get be­ 
hind an 
educational 
program aud 
political leadership must be develop 
ed that will secure the adoption of 
this program. 
A thorough rev Is on

neers.” 
Aside 
from well-planned 
lessons in English, especially suit- 
abie for 
business 
men, the works 
contain lectures explaining the im­ 
portance of good equ pment in this 
regard. 
They strongly and effec­ 
tively combat the widely prevailing 
notion that 
dignified 
and correct 
English is not necessary in business 
but, instead, only direct, short, crisp 
sentences such as this: 
Yours of 
5th inst., to 
hand, 
contents noted 
will reply to same, goods shipped on 
20th ultimo, defective. 
Prof. Co­ 
fer seemingly has overlooked that 
other favorite form ula: 
Your wire 
date, beg to state, etc. 
But with the basis above quoted 
he makes fine arguments go ng to 
show that good English in business 
makes a favorable impression, and 
therefore is an asea*. 
The News feels impelled to sup­ 
plement these lectures with a brief 
chapter relating to the hazards in 
business of 
faulty 
Engl sh. 
One 
who carelessly 
or 
ignorantly em­ 
ploys words is very apt to be misun­ 
derstood. 
It is the ‘soft answer, 
not the “short answer,” that ‘turn- 
eth away wrath.” 
It is highly haz­ 
ardous to employ poor language in 
specifications 
or 
contracts, 
not 
merely because of the poor impres­ 
sion that the author may make, but 
more so because of the possibility of 
confusion as to 
meaning 
of the 
terms. 
And nearly all business let­ 
ters are contractually tinged. 
Of course Prof. Cofer is not con­ 
tending that 
ornate 
and grandilo­ 
quent language shall be employed 
in business, nor that business corres­ 
pondence shall be lengthy. 
Quite 
the reverse. 
Persons of wide vocab- 
do 
express their 
m e a n ngs briefly. 
It is persons of 
limited word 
equipment 
who are 
“wordy;” these 
overwork the few 
words that they know, ad nauseam. 
It is true that some men of meager 
literary 
equipment—indeed, 
some 
who could neither read nor write— 
have succeeded in business. 
Usual­ 
ly these men 
have 
had 
the good 
sense to employ 
gifted secretaries 
to write for them. 
Such examples 
go to prove that leaders are born 
not made; 
they 
detract 
noth ng 
from the argument in favor of good 
English in business.— Dallas News.
